Well, we have a prayer 
meeting/Bible Study tomorrow, Thursday. Then on Sunday two services, 
for families. No collection will be taken at either as we do not expect 
guests to pay for the running of the Chapel. 

The first week of the New Year will be a week of prayer. With a prayer 
meeting held at the same time as the usual meeting, which are taking a 
break. The timing being this way so that those who generally help with 
the meeting will be free to join in. So some will be in the morning, some 
in the afternoon and some in the evenings. 

1st January, I shall again be at Withyditch at 3-00 for a service. The new 
year has few preaching appointments as yet, although I have been 
asked if I will take a group from Union Chapel across the border into 
Wiltshire, to take an evening service at Yalton Kemal, in June. This will 
be the third time we have been to this small village to help and 
encourage them.
